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ASSESSMENT COST 


Property owners within. . the 
Upland school district will have 
to pay about $25,000 more an- 
nually toward maintenance of 
the local schools as the result 
of the recent change in the basis 
for assessed valuation. 

The valuation was increased 
39 per cent — and the amount 
alloted by the state on an Aver- 
age Daily Attendance basis for 
local aid to schools was reduced 
to the tune of $25,000. 

On some kind of a formula, 
the state department of educa- 
tion fixes the annual A.D.A. 
sum for the various ‘school dis- 
tricts from as low as $120 to 
$180. An ‘impoverished’’ school- 
district gets the full $180 allot- 
ment for each child. Someone 
figured the local district was 
not so impoverished, so our sup- 
port from the state has been 
reduced by $25,000. If there had 
been no change in the assessed 
valuation undoubtedly the A.D. 


A. rate would. not have been 
changed,

LONG LOT PLANNING 


With most of their city limits 
already developed into small and 
large homesites, we note the 
Ontario city planning commis- 
sion has adopted a ‘‘master land- 
use” plan affecting 240 acres 
immediately south of the San 
Bernardino freeway between San 
Antonio and Benson Aves. 

All of which justifies the com- 
ment that in Upland a master 
land use plan was adopted some 
years ago affecting most of the 
city’s 12 square miles. At this 
late date, however, apparently, 
Ontario planners are seeking to 
preserve a small section for the 
larger-than-usual home sites. 

In Upland there are areas for 
7,500 square feet, 10,000 square 
feet, half acre and one acre.

It is possible to use the city’s 
share of the state gasoline tax 
in constructing the new Second 
Ave. crossing at the Santa Fe 
right-of-way, Upland city coun- 
cilmen will be officially advised 
at their meeting tonight. 

At least one condition prevails, 
however, according to Elwin Al. 
der, asistant city manager, who 
conferred this week with state 
highway department officials in 
San Bernardino. That condition 
eoneerns the parking of cars on 
Second Ave. Usually, state money 
used to improve a thorough 
fare only when parallel car park- 
ing prevails, the official was ad- 
vised. Whether this requirement 
is vital unknown. 

UP TO COUNCIL 

The proposed improvement is 
up to the point of the city al- 
locating funds for the construc- 
tion of a grade crossing to con- 
nect north and south Second Ave. 
and installation of automatic sig- 
nals and gates. Cost of the gates

is reported to be about $28,000. 
Santa Fe and Public Utility 
commission officials were here 


for a conference in the city halt 
last week to discuss detailed con- 
struction plans and to report on 
the estimated cost of the signals. 
This conference was exclusively 
reported in The Upland News. 
City councilmen immediately re- 
cognized an opportunity to speed 
the proceedings and Mr. Alder 
was authorized, informally, to 


get a report on the. possibility 
cf the use of the state funds. 
Mr. Alder will report at the 


council meeting on this develop- 


;mMent and also on the conference 


with the rail officials. 

The city councilmen’s expres- 
sion on financing the project is 
regarded as the only remaining 
obstacle in eventually realizing 
development, according te 
observers. Santa Fe officials 
have concurred in the request 
and have shown interest in see- 


jing the new crossing realized. At 


the same time the Sultana Ave, 
crossing is to be closed. 

TIME REQUIRED 

It will take nearly a year to 
accept delivery of the automatic 
warning system and gates after 
the order is placed, Santa Fe 
representatives said in alerting 
Upland officials to the need for 
early action. 

After the order is placed for 
the signals, actual work can be 
under way in construction of the 


crossing, raising to a uniform 
level the four Santa Fe tracks 


and the approaches to the cross- 
ing. 


Chaffey Initiates 
Driver Training 


Fred Barrett is one of four 
instructors at’ Chaffey high 
school who will start work in the 
first driver education program in 
the Chaffey high school district.

tario Ford. They were made 
available to the district through 
efforts of A. O. Allen and the 
Southern California Automobile 
club. 

“We appreciate these cars 
which make our program pos- 
sible,’? said Daniel B. Milliken. 
“We hope to give the juniors 
and seniors training during this 
experimental year’’,

The problem of “No Man's Land” is becoming more 
apparent. 

We refer to the area that is within the Upland city limits 
and within the Ontario school district. In other words, the 
district that is between the San Bernardino freeway and the 
Santa Fe right-of-way. 

It is time for this problem to be given serious consideration. 
A few months from now more houses will be going up and the 
educational problems will become more severe. If the Upland 
school district boundary line is ever going to be extended south 
to the freeway it should be done before there is much further 
development. 

Children in the so-called “no man’s land,” go to one of the 
Ontario schools. While there is no complaint, educationally, 
with the Ontario school district, the fact remains that agency 
will never build a new school north of the freeway. At least, 
that is the assumption—and it has never been challenged. 
After development during the next few years and the area 
becomes solidly built up the need for a change in the school 
district boundaries will become more intense. 

Logically, that area should be within the Upland school 
district. It is “Upland” to people who buy homes and locate 
there. It is a surprise to some new owners to suddenly learn 
their children will be taken to one of the Ontario schools. 

Actually, that district is very important part. of Upland. 
Interests are common for all people residing north of the free- 
way. South of the freeway is very definitely Ontario. Main- 
tenamce of strong local interests is essential. A school district 
dividing a community means divided interests—and no new 
school buildings in ‘No Man's Land.”
